Oben, Utah, Jan. 24—The past two 
weeks have been full of sad scences and 
terrific snow-slides in the mining camps in 
the Wasatch range. 2 * reader may 

something of situation relat- 
ing to the location of such scenes, a little 
description of Alta City is not out of place. 
Standing in Salt Lake City and looking south, 
one sees several notches in the otherwise 
continuous range rising thousands of feet 
above the Great Salt Lake Valley. 
These notches are cafions, long and 
deep, piercing the range, down which 
ow streams fed by mel snows and 
:springs. Big Cottonwood and Little Cotton- 
wood cafions seem only a short distance |. 
away, but they are miles distant, the latter 
being nearly twenty miles from the city. A 
railway runs to the footof this cafion and is 
„operated by locomotion, but up the canon the 
tramway of ten miles is too steep for steam, 
and animal power is used to take up the 
lightly-loaded cars, whieh are then sent 
down loaded with ore and are held back by 
means of strong brakes. The cafion 
row, and the sides — atone 
on each side for thousands of feet. The 
tramway is placed close in the base of the 
hills on the north side, and is covered with 
sheds so as to carry the snow over in case of 
slides.

It authorizes any person elaiming to be 
a landlord, or the agent or attorney of a 
landiord, on his own motion and in the ab- 
sene of any oath of other affirmation that 
there is due him any sum for rent, to write 
out a warrant of distraint, and proceed to 
the premises of an occupant and seize and 
carry away all the furniture or other prop- 
erty he may find there, and secrete it; and 
the law further authorizes the man who does 

this to file his warrant of distress with any 
Justice of the Peace living in any part of a 
county, and remote from a city, and the per- 
son whose property is taken may never hear 
any more of the proceeding or of his prop- 
erty, be denied the opportunity of replevin, 
or of even contesting the claim for rent. That 
is what the letter of the law authorizes, and 
that is the daily practice in this city. (2) The 
law authorizes also the institution of a 
civil suit against any citizen before any Jus- 
tice of the Peace, residing in any part of 
the county, compelling the persons sued to 
attend the trial of such cases, at the most 
unreasonable hours, twenty-five miles dis- 
tant frum their homes, or suffer judgment 
to be given by default. Under this autpor- 
ity of law, gangs of disreputable attorneys, 
equally disreputable Constables,.and more 
disreputable Justicés carry on a large 
amount of this class of so-called legal busi- 
ness in this city and county. The victims 
are mostly poor laboring men and defense- 
less and friendless women, who, upon the 
judgment being obtained, are robbed and 
plundered of their household goods in fla- 
grant abuse of honesty and generally of the 
commonest law of decency. ahd propriety. 
The law should be amended so as to render 
these abuses impossible.

Change, which is inevitable in all cities, 
had been accelerated by the fire.

The ownersof the adja- 
cent property, whe ten years ago appealed 
successfully to the Courts to prevent any 
buildings being erected on those blocks, as 
provided when that land had been set apart,

These 
claims bave arisen in cases where forty or 
fifty years ago lots and blocks and tracts of 
many acrés were sold and paid for at their 
full value at that time, and when iv those 
days of primitive good faith the conveyances 
were not scrutinized very closely as to form- 
ality, Later, and after the land had attained 
large values, the widows of the original 
grantors have put in claims that in the 
deeds there were informalities in the acknow!- 
edgments by the wives, and on proof of this 
have demanded dower. 

The claim set up by the United States in 
this case is about as technical, and as equita- 
ble, and as stale as the worst of those made 
in the dower cases. The United States hav- 
ing a large tract of land to sell, offered, as an 
inducement to purchasers, to set aside two 
blocks then nearly covered with water, and 
which provably would not have sold for $50 
each, to remain unoccupied, affording an un- 
broken view to the lake. ‘The Government 
got, in the increased prices obtained fur the 
rest of the property, tenfold the value of 
these water-covered lots, and now, after the 
lapse of forty years, comes in the shape of a 
venerable widow asking dower in property 
whose value has by the lapse of time greatly 
increased. 

The uses for which itis desired to obtain 
this land at this time are public uses. In the 
first place, Congress is asked to complete the 
original dedication of these two blocks by 
giving its remote reverslouary claim to the 
City of Chicago, representing an entire com- 
munity larger in point of numbers than the 
population of Aeveral of the States. It is true 
the City of Chicago proposes to transfer the 
use of this property (with other) for another 
public use. The direet money consideration 
is, however, the leust in importance. The 
price to be paid direet is as nothing compared 
with the other public benefits, The entire 
district of the citv now lying in ruins will 
in ease this trausfer be made be improved 
by costly and numerous warehouses, all of 
which becoming taxable will be a perpétual 
source of revenue. The ground itself will 
be improved by -costly buildings, which 
will also be taxable. One large district 
in the centre of the city now an 
unsightly mass of fuins will be 
improved in keeping with other parts. A 
large district now unavailable for any pur 
pose will be oceupied by business buildings. 
The now useless blocks of ground will be 
applied to a great public purpose,—that is, an 
enlargement of railroad facilities absolutely 
needed for the business traffic of the city. 
In this last improvement Chicago alone is 
not Interested; the whole country doing 
business with this city is directly interested. 
All New England, directly and indirectly, 
has a large interest in everytliing that per- 
tains to railroad and transportanon ecouomy 
in Chieago.

Within three years, and 70,000 miles 
within seven years; to limit the issue of 
stock to the actual work of construction ata 
fixed rate; and to issue to the Government 
one-half the stock, which, without having 
any claim upon dividenda, shall enable the 
Government to bar any disposal of the Com- 
pany’s franchises and property. , 

There is not a reasonable doubt that such 
a scheme, authorized by the Government, 
would be carried out much more promptly 
than is promised, for the simple reason that 
it would pay. Any company that shall un- 
dertake to do the telegraph business of the 
country at a uniform rate of W cents for 
messages of twenty words, and one cent a 
word beygnd that, without regard to dis- 
tance, with a corresponding reduction 
in night rates, will be able to do it at a 
profit.

Tun is in the Turkish Empire a large 
quantity of property 3 a “Vakuf” be- 
the Rome correspondent of the London Standard, 
Bismarck sent a especial ageut to ascertain the 
value of this property, and whether it might not 
be delivered from the dead band of the State; 
also what income it might be expected to bring 
in under rational methods of admipistration. It 
may seem incredible that Prince Bismarck 
abould occupy bimseif with such matters even 
before the establishment of the German Em- 
pire; but 
élaberate inquiries to be made which do not ap- 
pear to have any immediate bearing on its in- 
terests. This wes shown in a striking manner 
at the time of the Zuiw war, when trustworthy 
ma ps of the Zulu country were placed at the 
disposal of the British Government by the War 
Office at Berlin. It is surmised also that Prince 
Bismarck may have had special reasons for 
causing these inquiries to be made. At any 
rate it is known that in 1% the Crédit 
Mobilier of Paris had arranged to advance 
the Porte 38,000,000 of Turkish pounds on mort- 
gage of the mosque lands. The neg’ tia tions 
were brought to the knowledge of Bismarck by 
a Prussian in the Turkisn service, and, says the 
Standard correspondent, “as the arrangement 
would by no means have suited the views of 
either Russia or Prussia, those Powers pushed 
on Servia to declare war against tbe Sultan, witn 
the immediate effect, of course, of causing the 
Crédit Mobilier to break off the affair.” What 
the Crédit Mobilier was prevented from dotng in 
1876 is now, we are told, to bé done by a Berlin 
association, which “bas 92,000,000 marks at the 
disposal of Turkey in exchange for all the 
‘Vakuff’ and mines in Macedonia and Thessaly.” 
If thie is true it is obvious that the Greek ques- 
tion must assume an entirely new character, for 
the scheme would give Germany important in- 
terests in the territory claimed by Greece, and 
Prince Bismarck would bave a fright to insist 
that these interests should not suffer injury 
from Hellenic pretensions. — Si 

Lima, which has just been captured by the 
bloody Peruvians, is situated on the Rimac 
River, seven miles from Callao, its port on the 
Pacific. It bas a population of about 160,000. 
The houses are flat-roofed, and most of them 
only two stories high, as earthquakes are com- 
mon. There are thirty-three public squares in 
Lima, the most spacious being the Piaza Mayor, 
Which embraces an area of nine acres in the 
centre of the city. It has a fountain in each of 
the four corners and one in the centre, sur- 
rounded by a gorgeous garden. There are many 


. beautiful public edifices, the most remarkabie 


of which are the Cathedral, the Archbishop's 
and the Government palaces, and the Town- 
Hall. all constructed by Fraocisco Pizarro, whose 
ashes repose beneath the grand altar of the 
first. The Cathedral is of stone, @0 feet long, 
and surmounted by two towers 133 feet high. 
The interior is sumptuously ornamented. it 
was greatly damaged by earthquakes in 1746, 
and was rebuilt by the Viceroy Count Super- 
unda. There are fifty-six other ecclesiastical 
edifices, one of the mostspiendid of which is the 
immense Chureh of San Pedro, founded in 
1508, which has seventeen altars, and is dee 
orated in good taste. The Lima University, 
founded in 1551. is the oldest in America. The 
present building was erected in 1576. Few Amer- 
ican cities have a larger number of handsome 
statues than Lima. The city bas f ently

On July 21, „t was en- 
tered by the Chilian army under San Martin, 
who, on the 28th, was proclaimed Protector of 
Independent Peru; and on June 29, 1838, the in- 
habitants revolted against Gen. Santa Crus.

Our. Jan. 2.—The Hon. Letellier de 
St. Just, late Lleutenant- Governor of Que- 
bee, died at his residence at River Ouelle 
last ulcht. ‘The late Mr. Leteliier was born 
at River Ouelle on the 12th of May, 1820. He 
entered public life as Representative for 
Kamovuraaka in 1851, but was defeated in 1852, 
and agai in 1857. In 1861 he was elected to 
the Leaisiative Counell of Canada for Gran- 
ville Division, and sat in that Chamber until 
the dissolution at the confederation, when he 
was called to the Senate by Royal proclama- 
tion. It was, however, a8 Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of Quebec, to which office 
be was appointed in 1876, that he cut a most 
prominent and altogether novel figure in 
Canadian political history. When occnpy- 
ing this position he formed the ovinion that 
the De Boucherville Minutry was contemn- 
ing his authority, and was determined to 
ignore him. The Province Was then bound 
hand and feet to the Conservatives, and 


Letellier, 
BEING A REFORMER, 

did not look with high favor on the policy 
of De Boucherville, and possibly attrib- 
uted the growing embarrassments of the 
Province to the bureaucratic Government 
and its reckless railway policy. On March 2, 
1878, the political world was astonished 
to hear that the LieutenantGovernor of 
Quebec had dismissed his Ministry. There- 
after the party press was iu paroxysms, and 
the independent press found an opportunity, 
of which it availed itself, to discuss a consti- 
tutional question on the broad platform of 
public interesia. The position which they 
took was that, while the Lieutenant-Governor 
had a perfect legal right to dismiss his Min- 


isters, his actin doing so was agalust the

The Proeperty-Owners on Van Buren 
Street Want Pay for Damaged Prop- 
erty. . 
The Judiciary Committee of the City Council 

met yesterday afterpoon, with Ald. Shorey in the 

chair, to consider the matter of the widening of 
the Van Buren street viaduct, which was done 
by the Fort Wayne Rallroad Company last sum- 
mer without consent of the Council. William 
Mueller, Dorothea Bluhm, and Leonora Kern 
were present, represented also by Egbert Jamie- 
son and Joseph Pfershing as counsel. There 
was no one present to represent the railroad 
officials. The complainants claim damages, al- 
leging that the viaduct was lengthened and 
wide ned twenty-one feet at the east end of Van 

Buren street, and the was raised an aver- 

age of eleveu inches, that the complainants’ 
roperty was — by water running into 
eir premises from street. 

July 26 the Council adopted a resolution which 
notified the Railroad Company that it must not 
interfere with or lengthen or widen the via- 
duct, or raise the of the street. 
tificate from Mr. t was sented show- 
img that the grade Wags raised eleven inches, and 
the Gast approach lengthened twenty-one feet. 
City Engineer Cregier stated that the viaduct 
was lengthened fifteen teet at both the east and 
west approaches, but the grade of the street 
had not been fixed. 

Mr. Waller, the 
Works, stated that no permission bad ever been 
given by him for the change. He believed the 
corporation had the opinion of the Law De- 
partment on the subject, which, he believed, 
allowed the Railroad omen to do the work, 

In his opinion to the Judiciary Committees 
given by the City Attorney in November last. de 
Says: The question as to the tof the city 
to permit the n build a new 
viaduct, to be thret inches bh 
to the Council for permission, was submitted to 
me in July last. I answered then that the 
change of t was not such a change of 
grade as to make any substantial difference. I 
am of that opinion now.

Mr. Cregier state that the railroad did the 
work without permission of the city. He did 
not attempt to stop it at that time.

Stocks exhibited the same uncertain tone that 
has characterized them forsome days. The net 
result of the day's operation, wasa decline for 
almost everything on the active list, but there 
were some exceptions that show the buying ap- 
petite not to be entirely sated.

A BAD DEED. 


A Warning to Insurance Companies on 
the Sabject of Making Loans. 

An interest decision, and one of mournful! 

importance to Union Mutual Life-Insurance 

Company, was delivered yesterday by Judge 


Jamieson in the case of the Union Mutual Life- 
Insurance Company against Taimage E. Spaids, 
Susan Spaids, Kate R. Spaids, and others. This 
was a bill to foreciose a trust-deed for $10,000 on 
a fine house and lot on the east side of Michigan 
avenue, near Seventeenth street. The lot and 
improvements had previously been owned by a 
Mrs. Harris, Spaids’ mother-in-law, and in 1871 
e deeded it to Spaids, in trust for his children. 
The deed of trust was very ample, 
giving him power to mortgage or 
sell, necessary, but in trust 
for his children. There was an incumbrance of 
$10,000 on the property at the time it was given, 
but this was subsequently paid off in | 
the title to the property made entirely free and 
clear. In February, 1876, Spaids borrowed $10,000 
of the Uuion Mutual Life-Insurance Company 
on his own note, but secured it by trust-deed on 
this trust property of his children. The pro- 
ceeds of the loan he used in his own business, 
and subsequently lost it all, together with all his 
other property. A bill was subsequentiy filed 
to foreclose this trust-deed given by Spaids. 
The defendants insisted that the mortgage was 
made without authority, that Spaids had no 
power to mortga except in furtherance 
of the objects of the trust; that Boone, 
the of the Company., «new for 


what purpose the money was designed, 
80 us to put bim on inquiry. and was gulli of 
either gross carelesness, overconfidence in 
Spaids, or connivance with bim, so that in any 
event the incumbrance was absolutely void as 
against the infant cestuis que trust, though it 
might be enforced personally against Spaids. 
The Judge, after reviewing the facts at sothe 
length, beld that white, by the genera! nature of 
the trust as well as by its special provision, it 
was competent fur the trustee, Spaids, to mort- 
gage the trust estate, yet it was evident on the 
whole record that be had power to mortgage 
only in furtherance of the main vbjects and in- 
tentions of the donor, Mrs. Harris, and in fur- 
therance of the trust, involving a discretion to 
sell in whole or in 
reinvest, ete., 
to judged by that alone. The 
plainant was not bound to see to the 
application of the money borrowed by Spaids, 
but, if bound to do so, must be because actually 
ap or cognizant of an intended breach of 
trust 15 Spaids, and because such breach of 
trust followed with its knowleage or con- 
nivance.

New York Correspondence Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Fashionable clothes occupy the minds. often 
to the exclusion of everything else, of those 
New York women who are financially able 
to gratity their longings. Shopping is their 
diversion and delight. They spend the live- 
long day going from store to store, whether 
they intend to buy anything or not. They do 
not stop to go home fora midday meal, but 
buya lunch wherever they chance to be 
when eating time comes. In one of the 
largest establishments in the city, a restaur- 
ant fifty feet square does a rushing business, 
and a soda-water fountain fizzes continuous- 
ly. But the latest project for the refresh- 
ment of fashionable women is a bar. Now, 
bar-reoms in which disreputable women 
arms are no noveity; but this is no such 
concern. It is as respectable as it is unique. 
It is in Broadway, close to Stewart's great 
mart and Wallack’s Theatre, in the midst 
of handsome retail establishments. The 
front is resplendent with plate-glass, 
and the store itself is wide, deep, and 
elegantiy fitted up. The wails and ceiling 
are frescoed, and the flooris marble. One 
side is devoted to the -sale of confectionery. 
That shows the proprietor’s shrewdness, for 
women probably would not goin if there was 
noth but a bar in the place. The bar runs 
along opposit side, and is about the same 
in style as the best cafés, though the marble 
counter is a little lower. An immense mir- 
ror faces the drinkers, and the back-bar 
is adorned with cut-glasses and decanters.

n mixed drinks, as in Tom-and-Jerries, 
whieh the run during the present cold wea- 
ther is brisk. are made hot and sweet, 
and the women dote on them. The next 
most popular just now is hot punch, 
composed of rum n-juice, water, and a 
dash ot brandy. Sometimes seltzer is ordered 
in place of the water. Hot coffee, chocolate, 
and lemonade are also sold in large quanti- 
ties. On days of moderate temperature the 
call is for cold lemonade, claret punch, gin- 
ger ale, and soda-water.

Loxpow, Jan. &—On the eve of the New ö 
Year I made my way along the plebeian por- 
tions of Bloomsbury. passing up Lamb’s Con- 
duit street until I came to Chapel street. 
Near the entrance to this small and rather 
dingy street is a door with nothing to dis- 
tinguish it from ordinary house-doors, save 
that through the wintry fog I discover over 
itasmall board standing out over the side- 
walk, on which is inscribed: The Church 
of Humanity.” Beneath this is the informa- 
tion that here also is the Positivist School. 
Entering the humble doorway and passing 
through a narrow hall to another door, I 
now enter a room which has some claim on 
the interest, if not the reverence, of men and 
women as far as this letter shall reach. For 
this is the first building in this world religious- 
ly dedicated to the worship of Humanity. 
Were the room humbler than it is, some 
beauty would gather about it for those who 
remember how often in history great re- 
sults are traceable to some small manger 11 
which they were first laid. It was only in the 
third century that Christianity possessed an 
edifice consecrated to Christian worship. 
Auguste Comte died in 1857: and although the 
slow growth of his“ Religion of Humanity,” 
under the form in which he embodied it, has 
disappointed its believers, it must be ad- 
mitted that the substance of it has steadily 
gained adherents; and even the form of it 
taken its place among the religious phe- 
nomena of England. The mot of Prof. 
Jowett, after his visit to the Positivist School 
some years ago, that he found there “three 
persons and no God,” is no longer character- 
istic. At the New-Year’s Eve festival there 
were forty-eight persons; at the New-Year 
festival about sixty, and nearly half of these 
were ladies. Also it must now be said that 
the Positivists—or a section of them—have a 
sort of deity; that is, they pray to Llumanity. 
This practi@® is new, and it has been a chief 
cause of the serious division which has oc- 
curred in their ranks. The “ Priest’’—for 


that title is retained—Dr. Congreve, came to 
the conclusioh that the slow progress of 


itivism was due to the fact that both in 
Paris and London the philosophy of Comte 
was studied and advanced to the neglect of his 
religion. He found in the writings of his Mas- 
ter authority for a cult and ritual, for prayers 
and formal festivals. There was a discussion 
ween him and M. Lafitte, the chief Posi- 
tivist of Paris, which ended in a division 
there; and there was a corresponding con- 
troversy and separation here.

Dr. Congreve's discourse was very able and 
interesting, but I should only be doing in- 
justice to it and him to try and report any of 
it here. It is to be printed, and I may wish 
to call attention to some points made in it on 
a future occasion. I will only say that, what- 
ever may be thought of the service which 1 
have reported above, or of the Church of Hu- 
manity, thereis no question at all of the ear- 
nestr.ess and fidelity with which Dr. Congreve 
has for many years defended every high hu- 
man cause and principle of political justice. 
Whether it was in the struggle of. liberty 
with slavery in America, or the long oppres- 
sion of the French people under Napoleon 
III., or the petty wars of England against 
Afghans, Zulus, or Boers, this priestof the 
Church f Humanity has never given an un- 
certain word, but has uttered his brave word 
for justice and freedom. A very salient in- 
stance has just occurred: Dr. Congreve has 
just delivered and published a forcible dis- 
course in favor of repealing the union and 
conceding complete independence to Ireland. 
I believe he is the very first Englishman who 
has taken that stand.

In 
this particular, thought it is not very impor- 
tant, the Authorized Version contains some 
notable faults. In afew instances some ex- 
pressions which may be regarded as obsolete 
are supplied by terms in more familiar use. 
But it is evident that here prudence “has pre- 
vailed. We should have regretted heediess 
changes. The language of the Bible has 
long preserved stability in our phraseology ; 
it has been the anchor which has kept the 
vessel steady, and we are thankful that the 
old Saxon for the most part retains its pre- 
dominance. It would have been almost 
sacrilege to have trifled with it. We feel, 
then, that we may express the opinion that 
our Authorized Version will retain its hold 
on the confidence and affection of the major- 
ity of readers, and that they will be content 
to place the changes to which they attach 
importance in the margin of the dear old

ARCHBISHOP TAIT. 
HIS BIOGRAPHY BY A RITUALISTIC SYMPA- 
THIZER. 
London Correspondence Living Church. 

It will be perhaps worth while to state 
what are understood to have been the steps 
by which Dr. Tait’s “luck” (the word in 
that connection is his own) led him, from an 
obscure Scottish village, to the throne of St. 
Augustine [Canterbury Cathedral]. He was 
the son of Mr. Crawfosd Tait, of Harvieston, 
in Clackmannanshire; almost exactly sixty- 
nine years ago he was born in Edinburg. In 
1827 he went to Glasgow University: and, in 
1830, winning the Snell Exhibition, he was able 
tocome up to Balliol College, Oxford, of which 
be was ultimately appointed Fellow and Tu- 
tor. Unfortunately, being in holy orders, 
he was precluded from accepting the Greek 
Chair at Glasgow, and so going back to Scot- 
land. In 1842 he succeeded to the manage- 
ment of that famous prig-manufactory which 
Dr. Arnold had set up at Rugby. In 1850 his 
health broke down, and he accepted, as a re- 
tirement, the Deanery of Carlisle. 


the story. His nursery was invaded by scar- 
let-fever, which swept off his three little 
girls. The sad tale is touchingly related in 
the Memoir“ which Ris Grace has pub- 
lished of Mrs. Tait; and which no one with 
a human heart can read without the most 
entire sympathy for the bereaved parents. 
That the Queen shared in the general senti- 
ment is not surprising; and that she should 
wish to manifest her deep feeling is most 
creditable to her. But that her condolence 
should have taken the form of a Bishopric, 
and that Bishopric the See of London, is lit- 
tle short of astounding. Unfortunately, Dr. 
Tait laeks several important qualifications 
for the mitre. He has, no doubt, many esti- 
mabie qualities; but his ignorance of the 
subjects which, as a Bishop, it is especially 
his business to know, is phenomenal. For 
instance, he stated, in one of his visitation 
charges, that the Insertion of “a certain 
famous rubric” in the service for clinic com- 
munion marked an important change which 
took place at the reformationin the doctrine 
of the real presence: the truth being that this 
same rubric wassimply the rule which had 
been in foree through the Middle Ages! 

But the worst defect in the Archbishop is 
his incapacity for understanding the real 
nature of the Episcopal office. His idea of 
it is, as he has intimated over andover again, 
that itis a magistracy. You may therefore 
easily understand how a cross between a 
schoolmaster and a Justice of the Peace looks 
atChurch questions. Instead of_entreating 
the elder clergy as fathers, and younger 
as brethren, his notion is to settle everything 
by the decrees of a court. It is generally 
believed that the Public Worship Regulation 
act was brought forward from a feeling of 
disgust at Mr. Ridsdale, of Folkestone, for 
having had the effrontery to resist him in the 
Court of Arches: and, what is more, to beat 
him, The fact is, that he had directed his 
secretary to take proceedings against the 
Vicar of St. Peter’s: ‘and Mr. Ridsdale took 
exception to the suit on the ground that the 
Archbishop’s secretary had no right, legal 
or otherwise, to interfere. Thereupon his 
Grace broughtin his bill, which, in the first 
instance, took the form of a measure en- 
abling the Bishop to settle everything as 
he might choose. Of course, such a 
proposal could not pass. It was especially 
resisted by the Earl of Shaftesbury; and it 
ultimately assumed its present shape. What 
the final resuit of its passing will be a couple 
of years will probably show. 

Verily, the irony of events is wonderful. 
A vehement Scottish “ Protestant” partisan, 
Dr. Tait, helped to hound Dr. Newman out 
of the Church of England, and so, virtually, 
to forward the interests of the Angio-Roman 
sect (for he was one of the foum Oxford 
tutors who performed that feat): and now it 
seems likely that he, an enthusiastic worship- 
er fand not without reason) at the shrine of 
Erastus, is actually in a fair way to bring 
about what, till his Pontificate, wonld have 
seemed impossible,—the disestablishment of 
the National Communion. If, like Mr. Peck- 
sniff, the Most Reverend prelate is solicitious 
about what shall be inscribed upon his silent 
tomb, he has a great opening before him in 
the way of epitaph-writing. 
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THE ENGLISH RITUALISTS., 
BISHOP WOODFORD’S ADDRESS. 

Dr. Woodford, Bishop of Ely, England, has 
written a very remarkable reply to an ad- 
dress of some of his clergy, who express 
grave anxiety as to the results of the recent 
prosecutions of Ritualist clergymen, and ask 
for counsel. The Bishop, in responding, de- 
clares himself totally opposed to the attempt 
to drive the Ritualists, as a body, out of the 
Church. He delares Ritualism to be a gen- 
eral movement, affecting other Churches be- 
sides that of England, and the product of 
very wide causes; and he denies that the 
principle of strict uniformity of ritual has 
ever been adopted by the English Church. 
He thinks the Public Worship Regulation 
act a very serious mroad on the traditional 
ecclesiastical principles of the English 
Church, and considers that the whole subject 
of the relation of the Church to the State re- 
quires investigation and revision,—and must 
have them, if there is not to be a serious dan- 
ger of either disestablishment or schism. He 
thinks no change ought to be made in the 
constitution of the Church by the sovereign 
and Parliament of England, except with the 
consent of the Church itself,—apparently as 
represented by convocation. 

A SOURCE OF ANNOYANCE. 


The Ritualists continue to be a source of 
sore trial and annoyance to the chufchmen.

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CHRIST’S SPEECH. 
WAS IT ARAMAIC OR GREEK ?—AN ORIENTAL 
OPINION, 
New York Sun. 

At their weekly meeting Monday last the 
Baptist preachers of New Vork compared 
theories and conjectures as to the language 
spoken by Jesus of Nazareth in his eonver- 
sations with his disciples and his sermons to 
the multitudes. A reporter of the Sun asked 
one of the most distinguished Oriental 
scholars of the country for his opinion on 


the point. 

“The discussion of the Baptist ministers 
as reported in this morning’s papers,” said 
the eminent Orientalist, does not give me a 
high opinion of their common sense, The 
connection Erse and Pheenician is too remote 
for serious consideration. As to the lan- 
guage spoken by Jesus, we must remember 
that in his time not one but three languages 
were in use in Judea. The pure Hebrew had 
long before died out and had been succeeded 
by the Aramaic, which was a Kindred lan- 
guage, received from the Babylonian con- 
querors, This was spoken by the peasantry 
and lower classes. Latin was used by the 
Roman officials in all formal proceedings. 
Greek was employed by the upper classes, by 
merchants, and by most of the inhabitants 
of cities. Hence the superseription on the 
cross was written, as we are told by Luke, in 
Greek, and Latin, and Hebrew, 

“That Greek was extensively employed is 
proved by the fact that all the apostolic epis- 
tles were written in Greek, and that Paul’s 
discourses were delivered in Greek, except 
upon one oceasion, when it is expressly men- 
tioned tuat he arrested the attention ot a 
Jewish mob by speaking to them in the com- 
mon tongue. Greek was, in those day 
what the lingua franca is noy in Orienta 
countries bordering on the Mediterranean,— 
the medium of intercourse_between people 
of ditferent nationalities, It was more than 
this. It was like French among the En- 
ropeans of the last century. All the noble 
Roman youth learned to read, write, and 
speak Greek, and on one occasion even the 
debates of the Roman Senate were carried on 
in Greek. 

At all events Greek must have been 
spoken by the Savior, at leasta part of the 
time, for the occasions on which he used 
Aramaic words are 22 mentioned, as, 
for instance, in raising the dead girl, in open- 
ing the dumb man’s mouth, and when he ut- 
tered his last words on the cross, If ali his 
sayings had been in Aramaic, these special 
phrases would probably not have been singled 
out as they were, and the interpretation of 
them given in Greek. Of course, when He 
spoke to the peasantry and rustics generally | 
he used the language with which they were 
familiar, and which was, as 1 have said, the 
Aramaic, 

„The ease may be illustrated by that of a 
Catholic missionary in Wales or in a remote | 
district of France. In Wales he wouldspeak 
English in the cities, and Welsh in the coun- 
try.and the small towns. In France he would 
speak Frénch in the cities, but elsewhere the 
peasant dialect, whatever it might be, of the 
locality which Khe was visiting; and he might 
for certain official purposes write documents 
in Latin.“
